ELECTORAL LIBRARY AT MuNiICH. 


A Catalogue of the Greek MSS. in this 
Library was printed at Ingoldſtadt, in 4to, in 
the year 1602, by an anonymous Editor. 
Montfaucon, in his Bibliotheca Bibliotheca- 
rum, Tom. 1, p. 587, repeated this Cata- 


logue, omitting only The Preface. The num- 


ber of Greek MSS. in this Library is ſtated, 
both by the Author of the above Catalogue, 
and by Montfaucon after him, to be only two 
hundred and ſixty two. But ſince that time 
large additions have been made. Some further 
MSS. were brought hither from the Dutchy 
of Wurtemberg, from a place in the neigh- 
bourhood of Tubingen, which is called, Arx 
Ludovici. Some alſo came hither from the 
Library of Petrus Victorius, which was pur- 
chaſed at Florence for four hundred florins. 
The Greek MSS. in the Library at this time 
are three hundred and twenty. Ignatius Hardt, 


a Greek Scholar of eminence, has now the 


charge of the Library. He has drawn up a 


new Catalogue; and to the numbers, as they 


ſtand in his Catalogue, and which are all of 
them different from thoſe in the Old one, the 


preſent arrangement of the Greek MSS. in the 
Library is adjuſted.

CESAREAN LIBRARY. 


Mr. Alter's collation of Deuteronomy was 
not completed ſo ſoon, as he and I apprehend- 
ed it would be. This was occaſioned partly 
by unavoidable avocations of his; and in a 
great degree by the very labour and ampli- 
tude of the thing itſelf. To place this matter 
in a clearer light, there is here ſubjoined his 
own account of what is contained 1 in that col-

He has done more, even in this way; but thc 
effect of his aſſiſtance, during this year, vil 
chiefly appear in what I ſhall have to ſay fe.
